The 9th Aprid 1819.—It is hereby notified for general information that, under the provie 
sions of section 269 of the Code of Civil Procedure (Act X of 1877), the Lieutenant- 
Governor has passed the following rules for thé maintenance and custody, while under 
attachmont, of live-stook and other moveable property above the value of 20 rupees:— 

I, The attaching officer shall give the debtor, or, in his absence, any present adult mem! 
of his family, the option of having the attached property kept on is premises or in some other 
Place in the village, on condition that a suitable place for its eafe custody be provided by him. 

‘TL. If no such suitable place be provided, the officer shall remove the property to the 
Court at the deeree-holder’s expense. Ln the event of the decree-holder failing to provide the 
neceseary funds, the attachiwent shall be withdrawn. 

TIP Whenever attached property is kept at the place where it is attached, the officer 
shall forthwith report the fact to the Court, and shall, with his report, forward an accurate list 
of the property seized, such that the Court may thereon at once issne the proclamation of sale 
prescribed by section 287. 

TV. Ii the d&btor shall give his consent in writing'to the aale of the property without 
awaiting the expiry of the torm proscribed in section 200, the officer shall reccive the same 
and forward it without delay to the Court for its orders. 

‘V. When property is removed to the Court, it ehall be kept by the Nazir on his own 
ole responsibility in such place as may be approved by the Court, If the property cannot, 
from its nature or bulk, be conveniently kept in the Court premises, or in the personal castod 
of the Nazir, be may, subject to approval by the Court, make such arrangements for ite callie 
custody under his own supervision as may be most convenient and economical, and the Court 
may fx the remuneration to be allowed to the persons, not being offieets of the Court, in 
whose custody the property is kept. 

‘VI. When property remains at the place where it is attached in the custody of the 
attaching officer, and any person other than the judgmont-debtor shall claim the same or any 

of it, the officer shall nevertheless, unless the decree-holder desires to withdraw the. 
‘attachment of the property so claimed, remain in possession, and shall ct the claimant to 
prefer his claim to the Court.

orders of the Court under whose orders the attachment is made, engage the services of as 
many persone as may be necessary for the safe custody of it. 

IX. In the event of the judgment-debtor failing to feed attached live-stock, the officer 
shall eall upon the decroe-bolder either to pay for feeding it on the apot or for the expenses 
attending its removal to the Court, If the deoree-holder shall fail to provide for either, the

X. When attached live-stock is brought to Court, the Nazir shall be responsible for the 
safe custody and proper feeding of it, so long as the attachment continues.
